FLY TIME 

Where Do Flies Come From? 

It seems that every year about this time when the 
weather begins to get warm we are joined once again 
by the faithful fly. This uninvited guest becomes our 
inseparable companion that is willing to partake of 
our food and drink and to join us in our daily activi¬ 
ties. 

We are all aware that flies are capable of trans¬ 
mitting a number of diseases and no one wants these 
filthy insects around but yet few people are aware of 
their breeding habits to do something about it. At 
best we try to protect ourselves by fly screening our 
homes and this is not always effective to prevent the 
entrance of flies. 

So where do these flies breed? Well you may not 
know it but you may be breeding a few thousand flies 
a week in your own backyard. Enough flies perhaps 
to supply your entire neighborhood. This can happen 
even when you have the neatest and most beautiful 
backyard. 

According to a recent study on this problem a 
garbage can in bad condition can breed an average 
of I, 128 fly larvae per week and in some cases as much 
as 23, 208 larvae have been found to breed in one 
garbage can in one week. The presence of these 
white worms (maggots) in garbage cans is a common 
occurence especially in the summer months. 

If you want to enjoy outdoor barbecuing in your 
backyard this summer and keep your home free of these 
insects, you must follow these simple steps: 

1. Keep garbage cans covered, clean and in good 
conditio. Have garbage picked up weekly. 

2. Wrap garbage in at least 3 thicknesses of news¬ 
paper before placing it in the can. 

3. Keep chicken coops and rabbit pens clean. 
Dispose of animal droppings daily. Use fly spray. 

4. Do not pile up lawn clippings and other or¬ 
ganic materials.
